The 
clinics are for all children of A r­ 
lington Heights between the ages 
of 2 years and 5 years.

Continue 
to watch over him as thoughtfully 
as ever, rem em ber he still needs 
your loving care. Children whose 
blood is red, whose muscles are 
firm,

whose sleep is sound, whose nerves 
are steady, whose jiosture is erect, 
whose step is clastic, whose endur­ 
ance is lasting and whose thoughts 
are clean, become strong men and 
women and have health, th at is 
wealth. To get and keep this state 
of health children m ust have right 
food, cleanliness, fresh air. rest. 
sleep and exercise. It is the duty of 
parents to see th at children take 
care of their health. Many parents 
think of the child’s health needs 
only when he is sick. Tile need of 
better care of little children is 
shown by the large num ber of chil­ 
dren who reach school with poor 
health. 
It requires real and con­ 
stant effort to help a child build up 
his body and make the best of what 
nature has given him.
